The  stories  of  King  Arthur  tell  us  how  he  required  those  who  aspired  to 
knighthood  to  lay  their  hands  in  his  and  promise  certain  things.  The  standards 
were  set  high :  the  duties  prescribed  were  difficult,  yet  there  were  always  young 
men  eager  to  take  the  vows  of  chivalry.  Through  discipline  and  service,  they 
sousfht  to  make  themselves  worth v  members  of  the  Round  Table. 

At  home,  at  school,  and  perhaps  as  a  member  of  some  organization  you  have 
been  subjected  to  a  certain  amount  of  discipline.  There  have  been  requirements 
to  be  met  and  tasks  to  be  completed  on  time.  Some  young  people  rebel  against 
any  form  of  coercion,  but  those  who  are  wiser  understand  that  without  a  feeling 
of  compulsion  nothing  of  consequence  can  be  accomplished.

During  the  years  spent  in  Fairhaven  High  School,  you  have  had  opportunities 
for  healthful  exercise  and  recreation.  I  hope  you  have  developed  strong,  healthy 
bodies. 

Here.  too.  you  have  had  an  opportunity  to  cultivate  your  mind.  I  hope  you 
are  leaving  high  school  with  a  reasonable  stock  of  pertinent  information  and  with 
clear  conceptions  of  what  we  mean  by  citizenship  in  a  country  like  America. 

There  have  been  opportunities  also  to  strengthen  your  allegiance  to  high  moral 
principles.  Xo  one  can  go  through  high  school  without  having  to  make  choice' 
between  the  good  and  the  bad  and  between  the  good  and  the  best.  I  hope  you  have 
developed  a  character  that  will  demand  of  you  honesty,  truthfulness,  and  tru>t- 
worthiness  in  all  your  relations  with  others. 

There  are  great  differences  between  the  age  of  chivalry  and  our  own  dav. 
There  is  no  King  Arthur  now  recruiting  knights  for  his  court,  but  there  are  employ¬ 
ers  who  set  a  high  value  on  anyone  who  can  undertake  a  difficult  task  and  carry 
it  to  completion  in  spite  of  discouraging  obstacles,  and  the  world  still  needs  those 
who  have  such  zeal  for  fair  play  that  they  can  find  some  time 

"To  ride  abroad  redressing  human  zerongs.” 

You  go  out  to  whatever  lies  before  you  possessing  a  precious  heritage  by 
reason  of  your  American  citizenship ;  you  bear  also  the  fine  traditions  of  an  old 
and  honored  school.

LOG  OF  THE  GOOD  SHIP  1953 

September  7,  1949:  We  embarked  on  our  voyage  under  the  leadership  of 
Ronald  Hansen,  George  Harrington,  Marie  Ehnes,  and  Ann  Chace, 
and  our  navigator  was  Mr.  Marvin.  The  first  social  event  of  the  year 
was  the  Freshman- Junior  Dance;  it  was  a  fiasco,  but  we  enjoyed 
ourselves,  anvway.  In  May  of  this  year,  Marie  Ehnes  was  chosen 
as  the  newest  member  of  the  cheering  squad.  May  seemed  to  be  an 
eventful  month  for  the  class  of  53.  It  was  then  that  the  history  class 
made  a  voyage  to  Boston  with  its  teacher,  Mrs.  Bruce.  We  saw  the 
Art  Museum  and  the  Boston  Pops  Concert.  The  band,  chorus,  and 
orchestra  went  to  Attleboro  that  month,  to  attend  the  State  Music 
Festival.  Later  in  the  month,  the  New  England  Festival  was  held 
at  Rutland,  Vermont,  and  our  band  received  a  deserved  A  rating. 
With  full  sail,  we  entered  port  in  June  1950,  having  completed  suc¬ 
cessfully  the  first  lap  of  our  voyage. 

September  6,  1950:  We  pulled  up  anchor  and  resumed  our  voyage  with 
Mr.  Marvin,  our  pilot,  and  George,  Ronnie,  Ann,  and  Paul,  our  skip¬ 
pers.  “Fitz  was  chosen  all  Bristol  County  guard  this  year,  a  very 
unusual,  and  highly-coveted  honor  for  a  Sophomore.  In  the  fall, 
evervone  enjoyed  himself  at  our  Sophomore-Senior  Dance.  Nancy 
and  Bernice  were  chosen  to  edit  the  Sophomore  Page  of  the  HUTTLES- 
TONIAN.  To  replenish  our  treasury,  the  class  sold  greeting  cards,  and 
Donald  LeBlanc  and  Jackie  Yates  won  the  prizes  which  were  offered 
for  the  greatest  number  of  cards  sold.  A  Valentine’s  Tea  was  held 
for  our  mothers,  to  give  the  teachers  and  parents  a  chance  to  be  better 
acquainted.  Our  basketball  team  went  to  the  Boston  Garden;  and 
after  conquering  two  other  opponents,  and  winning  in  the  finals 
against  Matignon,  we  came  home  with  the  Class  B  Championship. 
The  cheerleaders  also  achieved  fame  by  capturing  first  prize  at  the 
cheerleading  tournament  in  Spencer.  Spring  was  also  eventful,  for  the 
band,  orchestra,  and  chorus  journeyed  to  Weymouth  to  participate 
in  the  Southeastern  Massachusetts  music  festival,  and  then  later,  trav¬ 
eled  to  Boston  for  the  New  England  Music  Festival.  Still  in  good 
spirits,  we  headed  in  to  port,  and  so  ended  the  second  part  of  our 
voyage. 

September  5,  1951:  We  launched  our  ship  into  the  waves  of  our  Junior 
year  with  Miss  C.  Eleanor  Delaney  guiding  our  way,  while  George, 
Ronnie,  Paul,  and  Ann  continued  to  be  our  leaders.  Two  of  our 
class-mates  received  honors.  —  Marie,  by  being  elected  head  cheer¬ 
leader,  and  Paul,  by  again  attaining  the  honor  of  becoming  a  member 
of  the  all  Bristol  County  football  squad.  Beverley  was  chosen  to 
work  on  the  yearbook  staff,  and  with  Nancy  and  Bernice,  planned 
the  Junior  Page.  Other  Juniors  chosen  for  the  cheering  squad  were 
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Jane  and  Claudia.  The  Junior-Senior  Dance  this  year  was  a  Harvest 
Hop,  and  later  in  the  year,  our  class  sponsored  a  Leap  Year  Dance. 
The  Honor  Society  held  its  annual  initiation  in  January,  and  six  Juniors 
were  admitted.  In  February  we  held  a  cake  sale,  the  profits  of  which 
enlarged  our  treasury  approximately  sixty-dollars.  The  cheerleaders 
rowed  to  victory  at  Spencer,  where  they  won  first  prize  in  the  cheer¬ 
ing  tournament.  On  May  2,  1952,  we  held  our  Junior  Prom.  Ann 
made  a  lovelv  Queen,  and  Delores  was  her  attractive  attendant.  Don¬ 
ald,  Bettv,  Ann  and  Beverlev  were  installed  as  officers  of  the  National 
Honor  Society  for  the  Fairhaven  Chapter,  for  their  Senior  year.  May 
was  also  a  memorable  month,  for  the  idea  of  the  Courtesy  Campaign 
then  originated  in  a  Junior  English  class.  The  band,  orchestra  and 
choral  groups  participated  in  the  music  festivals  at  Middleboro  and 
The  University  of  Massachusetts.  Paul,  Ronnie,  and  Ted  Yanak  went 
to  Boys’  State,  and  Ann  to  Girls’  State.  The  usual  observance  of 
Junior  Day  was  marked  by  the  addition  of  a  pageant.  Thus,  once 
more  heading  into  port,  we  ended  the  third  lap  of  our  voyage. 

September  3,  1952:  With  mixed  emotions,  we  hoisted  sail,  and  headed 
toward  the  open  sea.  Our  navigator,  Mrs.  Marie  Noyer,  and  George, 
Paul,  Ronnie,  and  Ann,  our  officers,  continued  to  guide  us.  The 
Football  Hop,  sponsored  by  the  Senior  and  Junior  classes  was  a  pleas¬ 
ant  occasion  for  all.  “Fitz”  was  co-captain  of  the  football  team,  and 
retained  his  position  on  the  All  Bristol  County  Team,  in  spite  of 
injuries  sustained  when  he  fell  from  the  poop-deck,  while  doing  exer¬ 
cises.  To  raise  funds  for  our  graduation  expenses,  we  sold  Christmas 
cards,  and  thanks  to  our  crew’s  peruasive  ways,  we  made  a  large 
profit.  Maud  and  Ronnie  were  added  to  the  editorial  staff  of  the 
Huttlestonian.  The  idea  of  a  Courtesy  Campaign  became  a  reality, 
when  the  Public  Speaking  class  organized  a  committee  to  start  the 
campaign  rolling.  Accent  on  Courtesy  Week,  sponsored  by  our  class, 
was  held  in  early  November,  and  proved  to  be  a  great  success.  In 
December,  the  senior  play  was  cast  with  Leonard  Ridley  as  the  lead. 
The  Student  Council  sponsored  a  mock  town  election,  and  John 
Lopes  was  elected  selectman.  For  student  government  day  in  the 
State  House,  George  was  chosen  our  representative,  and  was  later 
selected  to  be  Speaker  of  the  House.  Ann  was  elected  DAR  represen¬ 
tative  from  our  class.  Breaking  tradition,  we  decided  to  hold  our 
prom  at  the  Country  Club,  and  to  have  our  banquet  at  the  New  Bed¬ 
ford  Hotel,  on  a  different  night.  We  are  now  within  sight  of  Diploma 
Island,  and  as  we  realize  that  our  eventful  voyage  is  ending,  soberly 
prepare  to  disembark  from  the  Good  Ship  1953.

Mr.  Entin.  with  onlv  veterans  “Biffv  MacLean,  Paul  Dumas,  and 
Bob  Davidson  to  work  with  had  to  find  replacements  for  the  loss  of 
Bob  Honohan  and  Vern  Gomes.  This  looked  like  a  hard  job  at  first,  but 
through  the  efforts  of  Ted  Horselv,  Dale  Stetson  and  freshman  Paul  Hirst, 
who  were  second  stringers  a  year  ago,  the  team  functioned  like  a  well 
oiled  machine  throughout  the  season. 

Fairhaven’s  only  losses  of  the  season  were  against  their  across-the-river 
foes,  New  Bedford  and  Vocational.  New  Bedford  managed  to  eke  out  a 
57-45  victory  over  Fairhaven,  on  their  own  floor,  in  the  last  three  minutes 
of  play  —  while  the  speedy  Artisans  copped  the  like  by  a  63-51  count. 

The  highlight  of  the  season  was  Fairhaven’s  tremendous  79-77  thriller 
over  rival  New  Bedford,  on  the  former’s  floor.  Fairhaven’s  captain  "Biffy” 
MacLean  let  go  a  three-quarter  court  desperation  shot  with  one  second  to 
go,  that  swished  through  the  hoop,  to  give  Fairhaven  an  undisputed  79-77 
victory  over  New  Bedford.  Equally  notable,  however,  was  Fairhaven’s 
avenging  of  a  previous  loss  to  Vocational,  by  thumping  the  Artisans  70-38.
